TOXIC SUBSTANCES CONTROL ACT 

12-29. Lead Exposure Reduction Grants and Cooperative Agreements 

1. AUTHORITY. Pursuant to Title IV, Section 404(g) of the Toxic Substances Control 
Act, to approve grants and cooperative agreements with states, territories, and Indian 
Tribes and Intertribal Consortia to develop and carry out authorized programs, and to 
administer and enforce the standards, regulations and other requirements established 
under Sections 402 and 406 of TSCA. 

2. TO WHOM DELEGATED. Chief, Chemical Safety and Environmental Stewardship 
Branch. 

3. LIMITATIONS. Grants and cooperative agreements with Indian Tribes and Intertribal 
Consortia cannot be approved pursuant to Section 404(g) until an Indian Tribe or 
Intertribal Consortia demonstrates that they meet regulatory eligibility requirements. 

4. REDELEGATION AUTHORITY. 

a. This authority may not be redelegated further. 

b. An official who redelegates an authority retains the right to exercise or withdraw the 
authority. Redelegated authority may be exercised by any official in the chain of 
command down to the official to whom it has been specifically redelegated.
